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In  presenting  their  Annual  Report,  the  Managers  of  this  Society- 
desire,  first  of  all,  to  acknowledge  the  goodness  of  God,  in  the  con- 
tinued prosperity  of  the  institution  under  their  care. 

The  support  of  the  Home  is  a  charge  upon  private  charity;  and 
the  benevolent  friends  of  this  good  work,  unwearied  in  the  labor  of 
love  they  have  maintained  so  long,  have  renewed  their  donations 
another  year,  although  in  many  cases  with  not  a  little  personal  self- 
denial. 

The  general  depression  which  has  crippled  so  many  undertakings, 
has  somewhat  diminished  our  receipts  ;  but  with  a  careful  economy 
our  institution  has  lacked  nothing  of  its  ordinary  comforts.  We 
owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  earnest  friends,  many  of  them  noAv 
with  silvered  heads,  who  have  stood  by  us  so  faithfully  in  all  these 
years,  and  have  never  once  relaxed  in  their  zeal  to  serve  us. 

And  we  also  record  our  grateful  acknowledgements  to  the  host  of 
young  people  who  have  contributed  articles  to  our  Annual  Fair,  and 
in  many  graceful  ways  have  manifested  their  interest  in'our  prosper- 
ity. It  is  one  of  the  most  cheering  signs  of  the  times  that  the  hearts 
of  the  rising  generation  are  in  such  tender  sympathy  with  the 
infirmities  of  the  aged,  and  answer  so  quickly  to  the  appeal  thus 
made  to  their  generosity. 

As  we  advance  in  life,  the  memories  of  home,  and  of  a  mother's  love, 
and  of  the  years  of  unrequited  care  bestowed  on  our  own  infancy 
and  childhood,  press  strongly  upon  us,  and  the  whitened  locks  and 
wrinkled  faces  of  those  no  way  akin  to  us,  plead  for  our  liberality 
without  the  necessity  of  argument. 
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But  when  we  can  bequeath  this  care  of  the  aged  and  infirtn,  who 
have  no  family  help  in  the  hour  of  their  dependence,  to  our  children, 
and  see  the  young  gladly  entering  into  the  work  and  with  a  solici- 
tude and  gravity  almost  beyond  their  years,  assuming  the  responsi- 
bility with  us,  and  contributing  their  effective  aid  to  its  mainten- 
ance, we  may  safely  rest  in  hope  that  this  charity  is  permanently 
established  in  the  best  and  holiest  affections  of  our  nature. 

We  point  with  a  just  pride  to  the  details,  given  in  the  various  re- 
ports, of  our  methods  of  working,  and  to  the  wise  blending  of 
liberality  and  economy  with  which  this  charity  is  administered. 

The  scrupulous  neatness  of  the  Home  and  the  comfort  of  its  in- 
mates are  largely  due  to  the  excellent  care  of  our  worthy  matron, 
Mrs.  Caroline  Wright. 

The  finances  are  managed  with  the  best  skill  and  the  most  un- 
swerving fidelity.  The  Purchasing  Committee  look  carefully  after 
the  minutest  details  entrusted  to  them;  the  bills  are  systematically 
audited  and  regularly  checked  before  payment,  and  pass  again,  one 
by  one,  under  the  eye  of  the  Treasurer  before  the  money  is  disbursed. 
Each  warrant  on  the  Treasury  is  drawn  by  the  Recording  Secretary, 
and  countersigned  by  the  First  Directress  and  one  Manager. 

The  Permanent  Fund  of  this  Society  has  been,  from  its  commence- 
ment, under  the  care  of  Mr.  Richard  P.  Buck,  of  the  Advisory  Com- 
mittee, whose  faithful  and  gratuitous  services  in  this  regard,  as  in 
many  others  connected  with  the  welfare  of  the  Society,  are  most 
highly  appreciated.  It  may  not  be  amiss  to  remind  our  friends 
that  this  Fund  is  made  up  of  legacies  and  donations,  and  to  suggest 
a  remembrance  of  this  Society  in  the  disposition  of  their  estates. 
No  sum  can  be  given  to  charity  in  the  assurance  of  its  greater  useful- 
ness; and  those  who  are  now  on  the  sharp  declivity  of  life  may  leave 
jn  this  way  a  perpetual  memorial  of  their  unselfishness,  that  shall 
help  one  generation  of  weary  pilgrims  after  another  dow^n  the 
steep  descent,  long  after  they  shall  have  gone  sweetly  to  their  rest. 

The  hand  which  has  prepared  the  Annual  Report  for  so  many  years 
(toward  the  last  amid  increasing  infirmities)  has  relinquished  the 
pen  this  year,  and  another  has  been  called  to  the  work  which  Mrs. 
Isaac  R.  St.  John  has  executed  with  such  rare  ability  for  almost  the 
lifetime  of  a  generation.  The  managers  hope  that  her  later  years 
will  be  the  brightest  of  her  life,  and  that  they  may  have  the  benefit 
of  her  judicious  counsels  for  a  long  period  yet  to  come. 

The  First  Directress,  Mrs.  Hosea  Webster,  who  has  served  the 
Society  so  faithfully  for  the  last  ten  years,  has  felt  compelled  to  re- 
sign her  office,  and  to  decline  a  re-election.    The  Board  express  the 
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hope  that  her  advancing  years  will  deal  gently  with  one  whom  all 
delight  to  honor. 

The  Board  would  also  make  grateful  mention  of  the  valuable 
professional  services  of  Dr.  George  W.  Gushing,  which  have  been 
rendered  to  the  inmates  of  the  Home  gratuitously  during  the  past 
year. 

As  all  of  our  beneficiaries  are  aged  when  we  receive  them,  it  is 
certain  that  the  annual  report  of  mortality  will  be  comparatively 
large.  No  record  has  been  made  for  publication  of  the  bereavements 
since  the  first  of  January,  1877,  and  the  following  list,  therefore,  in- 
cludes the  mortality  for  nearly  two  years. 

Miss  Sarah  Lyon,  a  native  of  New  Jersey,  died  of  old  age,  March 
8th,  1877,  aged  94  years. 

Miss  Mary  Jacobs,  born  in  this  State,  died  of  old  age,  March  28th 
1877,  aged  86  years. 

Miss  Hannah  Garey,  a  native  of  this  country,  died  of  consumption, 
June  4th,  1877,  aged  72  years. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Reid,  born  in  Wales,  died  of  paralysis  of  the 
bowels,  October  27th,  1877,  aged  77  years. 

Mrs.  Mary  Luscombe,  born  in  England,  died  of  pneumonia,  No- 
vember 26th,  1877,  aged  62  years. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Blair,  born  in  Ireland,  died  of  paralysis  affecting 
the  heart.  May  23d,  1878,  aged  79  years. 

Mrs.  Jane  Wackenshaw,  born  in  Scotland,  died  of  general  debility, 
June  7th,  1878,  aged  79  years. 

Miss  Susannah  Knox,  born, in  England,  died  of  chronic  diarrhoea, 
August  12th,  1878,  aged  78  years. 

Miss  Phebe  Denton,  a  native  of  Long  Island,  died  of  paralysis  of 
the  heart,  August  16th,  1878,  aged  77  years. 

Mrs.  Hannah  Gawthorne,  born  in  this  State,  died  of  malarial  fever 
while  absent  from  the  Institution  on  a  visit  to  her  friends,  August 
22d,  1878,  aged  70  years. 

There  were  sixty-four  beneficiaries  in  the  Home  at  the  date  of  the 
last  annual  report;  twelve  have  since  been  received,  two  have  left, 
and  ten  have  died,  leaving  sixty-four  besides  the  Matron  and  seven 
servants,  now  supported  in  the  Institution. 

A  Visiting  Gommittee  of  two  members  of  the  Board  is  appointed 
for  each  month  of  the  year.  They  are  expected  to  visit  the  Home 
twice  in  each  week,  to  confer  with  all  of  the  inmates  in  the  several 
rooms,  to  eat  with  them  at  the  common  table,  and  to  prepare  a  writ- 
ten report  which  is  laid  before  the  Board  at  its  regular  monthly 
meeting,  thus  keeping  all  of  the  Managers  carefully  advised  of  the 
needs  of  the  institution,  and  responsible  for  its  discipline. 
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A  most  agreeable  entertainment  was  given  to  the  inmates  of  the 
Home  during  the  last  Summer.  Mr.  Andrew  R.  Culver,  President 
of  the  Prospect  Park  and  Coney  Island  Railroad,  invited  all  of  the 
old  ladies  to  a  free  excursion  to  the  ocean,  and  sent  two  commodious 
horse-cars,  lashed  together  and  drawn  by  eight  beautiful  horses,  up 
.0  De  Kalb  avenue,  to  take  them  to  the  steam  train  without  fatigue. 

Messrs.  Cable  and  Eastman,  proprietors  of  the  Ocean  View  Hotel, 
prepared  a  most  sumptuous  repast  for  the  whole  party,  supplying  all 
the  luxuries  furnished  at  the  most  costly  banquet. 

Mr.  Arbuckle,  the  celebrated  cornet  player,  volunteered  his  ser- 
vices, and  came  in  from  the  country  expressly  for  this  purpose, 
taking  unwearied  pains  to  please  them  with  the  familiar  airs  he 
renders  so  charmingly. 

Mr.  A.  C.  Washington  provided  each  of  the  guests  with  a  bouquet 
of  rare  flowers. 

Mr.  Culver  went  and  returned  with  the  old  ladies,  and  waited 
ujjon  them  with  the  same  tender  care  as  if  they  had  belonged  to  his 
own  family. 

It  was  an  occasion  long  to  be  remembered,  and  the  Managers  de- 
sire to  express  their  gratitude  to  all  these  friends  for  such  rare  and 
graceful  liberality. 

The  managers  submit  their  report  to  the  friends  and  benefactors 
of  the  institution,  in  the  hope  that  they  will  see  in  it  abundant  cause 
for  devout  thanksgiving,  and  for  a  fresh  courage  in  this  good  work. 
The  hours  for  active  usefulness  are  none  too  many  in  the  longest 
day,  and  with  most  of  us  the  shadows  have  already  begun  to 
lengthen,  in  token  that  the  labor  is  almost  done.  Nothing  gilds 
the  evening  sky  with  such  a  sunset  glory  as  the  sweet  remembrance 
of  what  we  have  done  to  bless  the  lives  of  others,  and  lighten  their 
way  to  the  common  rest.

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CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

This  Society  shall  be  known  as  the  "  Brooklyn  Society  For  the  Re; 
LIEF  OF  Respectable  Aged  Indigent  Females. 
« 

ARTICLE  II. 

Any  person  contributing  not  less  than  one  dollar  annually  shall  be  con- 
sidered a  member  of  this  Society  ;  the  payment  of  twenty  dollars  at  one  time 
shall  constitute  the  person  making  the  payment  a  life  member  of  this  Society  • 
the  payment  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  constitute  the  person  making 
such  payment  a  benefactor  of  this  Society  ;  the  payment  of  one  hundred  dollars 
at  one  time  shall  constitute  the  person  making  such  payment  a  patron  of  this 
Society  ;  and  all  persons  paying  at  any  one  time  above  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
dollars  shall  be  enrolled  upon  the  records  of  this  Society  as  honorary  members. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  number  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to  conduct  the  affairs  of  the  Socie- 
ty shall  consist  of  at  least  forty,  and  be  increased  as  the  Board  will  direct  ; 
comprising,  as  far  as  practicable,  a  representation  from  the  various  evangeli- 
cal denominations. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Thursday 
in  November,  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Institution ;  and  shall  be  conducted  in  such 
manner  as  the  Board  from  time  to  time  shall  designate  ;  and  at  such  meeting 
the  Managers  for  the  ensuing  year  shall  be  chosen,  and  shall  continue  in  office 
until  the  election  of  their  successors. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  supply  vacancies  occurring  in  their 
Board  between  the  periods  of  annual  election. 

ARTICLE  VL 

At  the  first  regular  meeting  of  the  Managers,  after  the  annual  election, 
they  shall  proceed  to  elect,  by  ballot,  from  their  number,  a  First  and  Second 
Directress,  a  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary,  and  Treasurer.  They 
also  shall  elect  ten  gentlemen  to  act  as  a  Board  of  Advisors, 

ARTICLE  VIL 

The  Board  shall  have  power  to  hold  meetings,  enact  by-laws,  make  con- 
tracts, appoint  agents,  and  control  all  the  arrangements  necessary  to  carry  into 
effect  the  benevolent  purpose  of  the  Society.  The  meeting  shall  be  opened  by 
reading  a  portion  of  the  Scriptures,  and,  if  convenient,  with  prayer. 
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ARTICLE  VIII. 

The  First  Directress  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board,  preserve 
order,  state  questions  for  decision,  and  declare  the  result.  In  case  of  equal 
division  on  any  question,  she  shall  have  the  casting  vote.  She  shall  be  ex-officio 
a  member  of  all  standing  committees,  and  shall  also  nominate  all  committees. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

The  duties  of  the  First  Directress  shall,  in  case  of  her  absence,  devolve 
on  the  Second  Directress.  In  the  absence  of  both,  a  Manager  chosen  by  the 
meeting  shall  preside. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  register  of  the  names  and  ages  of  all 
persons  assisted  by  the  Society,  the  names  of  the  members  of  the  Society,  and 
of  all  donors;  receive  all  dues  from  the  collectors,  and  pay  them  to  the  Treas- 
urer; record  the  proceedings  of  the  Board,  and  at  every  stated  meeting  exhibit 
a  regular  account  of  the  cash  received  by  her  and  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

At  the  opening  of  every  meeting,  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be 
read  by  the  Secretary,  and  submitted  to  the  Board  for  approval. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  give  due  notice  of 
all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  the  Board  of  Managers,  to  conduct  the  corres- 
pondence of  the  Society,  and  to  prepare  the  Annual  Report. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  and  hold,  subject  to  the 
order  of  the  Board,  all  moneys  entrusted  to  her  care;  also  to  report  at  the 
stated  meetings  of  the  Managers  all  receipts  and  disbursements,  together  with 
a  v^ritten  and  audited  account  of  the  same,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  So- 
ciety. The  Auditor  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Board.  All  drafts  on  the  Treasury 
shall  be  drawn  by  the  Secretary  and  countersigned  by  the  First  or  Second  Di- 
rectress and  one  Manager. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  on  the  first  Thursday  of  each  month, 
to  confer  with  each  other  and  devise  means  for  promoting  the  welfare  of  the 
Society,  and  to  adopt  and  execute  such  measures  at  their  discretion.  Five 
Managers  attending  any  regular  meeting  shall  form  a  quorum  competent  to 
transact  ordinary  business;  but  not  less  than  ten  Managers  must  be  present  at 
the  adoption  of  the  By-Laws,  and  at  the  choice  of  a  presiding  officer 

ARTICLE  XV 

A  committee  shall  be  appointed  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  inquire  into  the 
circumstances  and  character  of  every  person  who  shall  apply  to  the  Society  for 
assistance. 
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ARTICLE  XVI. 

The  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended,  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  Board  of  Managers,  as  their  experience  and  future  circumstances  of  the 
Society  may  require,  at  any  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  or  at  any  other 
meeting  especially  called  for  that  purpose  ;  provided,  in  the  latter  case,  that 
the  alterations  or  amendments  intended  to  be  proposed  shall  be  specified  in 
the  notice  by  which  such  meeting  shall  be  convened. 


BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE  L 

The  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Thursday  of  every  month. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Five  of  the  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  the 
ordinary  business  of  the  Society  ;  but  not  less  than  ten  Managers  must  be 
present  at  the  adoption  of  By-laws,  and  at  the  choice  of  a  presiding  oflBcer. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  following  shall  be  the  order  of  the  business  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Board  :

2.  Report  from  the  Special  Committees, 

3.  "  "  Treasurer. 

4.  "  "     Purchasing  Committee. 

5.  "  "     Visiting  Committee. 

6.  Letters  and  Communications. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Board  of  Managers,  at  their  first  stated  meeting  after  the  annual  elec- 
tion, shall  appoint  the  following  Standing  Committees,  and  define  the  duties 
attached  to  each  :

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ARTICLE  V. 

The  member  first  named  on  a  committee  shall  preside,  give  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  the  meeting,  and  report  their  proceedings  in  writing  to  the 
Board. 

ARTICLE  VL 

The  First  Directress  shall  call  extra  meetings  when  in  her  judgment 
deemed  necessary,  or  when  five  members  of  the  Board  shall  request  it. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

No  former  resolution  shall  be  reconsidered,  unless  called  for  by  one  of 
the  majority  who  passed  it,  and  shall  in  all  cases  be  deferred  to  the  next 
meeting  for  decision. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

No  person  shall  be  at  liberty  to  withdraw  from  the  meetings  without 
giving  satisfactory  reasons;  and  no  conversation  but  such  as  relates  to  business 
shall  be  allowed  till  the  Board  has  adjourned. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Any  member  absenting  herself  from  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Board 
for  three  successive  months  without  a  reasonable  excuse  shall  forfeit  her 
office. 

ARTICLE  X. 

A  book  shall  be  provided  for  each  Manager,  in  which  she  shall  record  the 
names  of  subscribers,  with  donations  and  subscriptions,  rendering  an  account 
of  the  same  at  each  meeting  of  the  Board,  said  book  to  be  delivered  to  the 
First  Directress  on  her  ceasing  to  be  Manager. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

At  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board,  in  January,  the  Matron  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot,  to  hold  her  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board.  She  shall 
have  charge  of  the  domestic  concerns  of  the  Institution  under  the  direction  of 
the  Visiting  Committee,  and  perform  such  duties  as  shall  from  time  to  time 
be  assigned  her  by  the  said  committee. 

ARTICLE  XIL 

The  several  Standing  Committees  shall  have  entire  and  exclusive  control 
in  the  several  departments  over  which  they  have  supervision. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

The  By-Laws  of  the  Society  may  be  altered,  added  to,  or  repealed,  at  any 
regular  meeting  of  the  Board  provided  such  alteration,  additions  or  repeal 
shall  have  been  noticed  at  the  preceding  meeting. 
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DUTIES  OF  THE  MANAGERS. 


The  First  Directress  shall  preside  at  all  the  meetiDgs  of  the  Managers, 
preserve  order,  nominate  committees,  call  special  meetings,  aud  in  all  equal 
divisions  of  the  Board  give  the  casting  vote.  Slie  will  furnish  every  new 
Manager  with  a  book,  containing,  in  print,  the  Constitution  and  the  Rules  for 
the  government  of  the  Asylum.  When  a  Manager  resigns  her  seat  at  the 
Board,  she  is  to  return  this  book  to  the  First  Directress,  who  will  hand  it  over 
to  her  successor. 

In  the  absence  ofthe  First  Directress,  the  Second  Directress  shall  preside  ; 
and  if  both  be  absent,  a  person  shall  be  chosen  from  among  the  Managers 
present  to  preside  at  the  meeting. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  fair  and  correct  account  of  all  pro- 
ceedings, a  register  of  all  the  inmates  of  the  Home,  and  do  all  other  writing 
not  connected  with  the  duties  assigned  to  other  otiicers. 

The  Treasurer  shall  hold  the  evidences  of  property  belonging  to  the 
Society;  make  payments  agreeably  to  the  order  of  the  Managers;  keep  a  fair 
account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures;  pay  all  bills,  which  shall,  at  all  times, 
be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Managers.  She  shall  furnish  a  monthly  ab- 
stract of  her  receipts  and  expenditures,  and  of  the  balance  remaining  in  her 
hands,  and  prepare  a  statement  to  be  laid  before  the  Society  at  its  annual 
meeting. 

Tiie  Managers  shall  be  divided  into  committees  of  two,  who,  in  monthly 
rotation,  shall  superintend  the  Asylum,  under  the  name  of  the  "Visiting 
Committee." 

The  Visiting  Committee  shall  visit  the  Asylum  not  less  than  twice  each 
week  during  their  month ;  they  shall  endeavor  to  be  present  once  at  each  meal ; 
shall  make  themselves  acquainted  with  the  situation  and  wants  of  the  inmates; 
generally  direct  the  concerns  of  the  family,  and  report  their  observations  in 
the  Minute  Book,  which  book,  on  the  last  day  of  their  month,  is  to  be  sent  to 
the  succeeding  committee,  for  which  purpose  a  list  of  the  committees  is  to 
be  kept  in  the  book.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Visiting  committee  at  their 
time  of  service  not  only  to  inquire  into  the  temporal  welfare  of  its  inmates, 
but  to  visit  them  in  their  several  rooms,  and  endeavor  to  ascertain  their  spirit- 
ual state — giving  them  such  advice  as  may  seem  to  be  necessary  for  their 
comfort  and  instruction. 

The  Purchasing  Committee  shall  make  all  purchases  necessary  for  the 
family,  and  present  a  monthly  account  of  their  proceedings  to  the  Board. 

The  Committee  for  Receiving  ArrLiCATiONS. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
this  Committee  to  receive  applications,  to  visit  the  applicants,  inquire  into 
their  character  and  circumstances,  and  make  their  report  thereon  to  the  Board 
in  writing.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  keep  a  register  of 
the  names  of  the  applicants,  the  persons  by  whom  they  are  recommended, 
and  tlieir  i)lace  of  residence. 
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This  Committee  shall  exact  from  each  applicant,  before  admission,  a  full 
account  of  all  the  money  or  property  she  may  possess,  and  receive  such  property 
or  its  representatives,  to  be  held  in  trust — subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Board 
— during  the  life  of  said  inmate.  After  her  death,  whatever  may  remain  will 
(according  to  the  bond  signed  by  her)  belong  to  the  Institution. 

Any  deception  practiced  in  such  cases  will  be  considered  by  the  Board  suffi- 
cient cause  for  dismissal  of  such  offender.  No  person  will  be  admitted  as  an 
inmate  without  a  written  order  from  the  Committee  on  Application. 

Church  Committee. — A  committee  of  twelve,  chosen  from  the  Managers 
each  year,  shall  be  appointed  as  a  "  Church  Committee,"  to  see  that  the  chapel 
pulpit  be  supplied  each  Sabbath  by  a  minister  of  the  Gospel  from  the  various 
denominations  of  the  city,  or  by  an  elder  or  layman,  if  unable  to  procure  an 
ordained  minister. 

To  this  committee  is  entrusted  the  entire  charge  of  this  important  de- 
partment. 
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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  THE 

S^yluii\  fof  l^e^pedtk^le  S^ed  Ii\di^ei|t  5^eir\ale^,  Sfooklyi\. 


First. — The  Matron  shall  have  the  entire  charge  of  the  house,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  keep  it  in  neat  order,  and  enforce  the  rules 
of  the  house;  shall  be  present  at  all  meals;  see  that  they  are  properly  served; 
that  everything  is  on  the  table  before  the  family  sit  down ;  that  suitable  nour- 
ishment is  provided  for  the  sick ;  proper  order  preserved  at  the  table,  and  grace 
said  before  each  meal.  She  must  be  respectful  and  kind  to  the  inmates  of  the 
family ;  never  let  partiality  be  shown,  but  maintain  the  respect  due  to  her  sta- 
tion. If  improper  conduct  is  observed  in  any  member  of  the  family,  she  shall, 
after  the  first  offence,  report  the  same  to  the  Visiting  Committee.  She  shall 
keep  a  record  of  all  donations  sent  to  the  house,  and  by  whom;  she  shall  see 
that  all  unnecessary  lights  and  fires  are  put  out  before  ten  o'clock. 

Second. — Family  worship  is  to  be  regularly  performed  in  the  Asylum; 
every  inmate  will  be  expected  to  attend  punctually,  except  in  case  of  sickness. 

Third. — It  will  be  required  of  those  who  are  able,  to  make  their  own  beds 
and  sweep  their  own  rooms  ever  y  morning,  and  assist  those  in  the  same  room 
who  are  unable. 

Fourth. — It  will  be  expected  of  those  who  are  capable  that  they  will  sew, 
knit,  and  assist  in  some  domestic  duties,  rendering  such  services  as  they  can  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Institution,  and  for  the  comfort  of  those  more  helpless  than 
themselves. 

Fifth. — No  inmate  will  be  permitted  to  leave  the  Institution  to  procure 
work,  solicit  assistance,  or  dispose  of  any  fancy  articles  made  by  herself, 
unless  by  special  permission  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

Sixth. — Breakfast,  from  June  to  October,  will  he  served  at  7  o'clock ;  from 
October  to  June,  at  8  o'clock ;  Dinner  will  he  served  at  1  o'clock  ;  Supper  hefore 
candle-light.  All  who  are  able  will  attend  at  the  general  table.;  if  indisposed, 
a  suitable  meal  will  be  sent  to  their  rooms. 

Seventh. — If  any  inmate  wishes  to  visit  her  friends,  leave  of  absence  must 
be  obtained  from  the  Matron,  and  information  rendered  where  she  intends 
staying,  and  the  probable  length  of  her  visit. 

Eighth. — No  stimulants  or  spirituous  liquors  shall  be  used  in  the  Asylum 
except  by  order  of  the  physician;  all,  in  such  cases,  to  be  administered  by  the 
Matron. 

Ninth. — No  profane  or  improper  language  shall  be  allowed  in  the  Asylum. 
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Tenth. — No  visitor  shall  be  admitted  on  the  Sabbath,  except  by  permis- 
sion of  the  Visiting  Committee.  On  Wednesday  of  each  week  the  friends  of 
the  inmates  may  visit  the  Home,  but  at  all  other  times  a  permit  from  a 
Manager  will  be  required. 

Eleventh. — All  cases  of  sickness  in  the  Home  shall  be  attended  by  the 
physician  of  the  Institution,  unless  he  shall  see  lit  to  call  in  other  or  additional 
advice. 

Twelfth. — No  inmate  will  be  permitted  to  interfere  or  find  fault  with 
the  Matron;  but  if  any  think  they  have  cause  for  complaint,  they  must  apply 
to  the  Visiting  Committee,  who  will  take  such  order  thereon  as  they  may  deem 
proper. 

Thirteenth. — It  is  required  that  all  visitors  be  treated  with  respect  and 
attention,  and  conducted  through  any  part  of  the  Asylum  they  may  wish  to 
visit,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Matron  or  Visiting  Committee.  Particular 
attention  to  be  paid  to  the  Ministers  of  the  Gospel,  and  those  whose  visits  are 
made  for  religious  purposes.  No  inmates  are  permitted  to  invite  their  friends 
to  give  public  religious  instruction  without  the  consent  of  the  Committee. 

Fourteenth. — The  friends  of  the  sick  shall  be  admitted  to  all  the  privi- 
leges of  a  well  ordered  household,  but  in  no  way  to  interfere  with  the 
management  of  the  invalid,  contrary  to  the  prescribed  rules,  or  with  the 
Matron  in  the  performance  of  her  duties  to  the  sick  or  dying  patient. 

Fifteenth. — Notice  of  extreme  illness  or  death  of  an  inmate  must  be 
given  to  two  (or  more,  if  possible)  of  the  Managers  by  the  Matron,  and  a 
record  of  nativity,  age,  disease,  and  church  connection  at  the  time  of  demise, 
to  the  Corresponding  Secretary. 

To  preserve  perfect  harmony  in  the  family,  the  strictest  attention  must  be 
paid  to  these  rules.  For  the  first  violation  there  will  be  an  admonition;  for 
the  second,  a  complaint  will  be  made  to  the  Board;  for  the  third,  the  offender 
may  be  expelled  from  the  Home. 
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RULES  FOR  APPLICANTS. 


Every  applicant  for  admission  must  be  recommended  by  one  or  more 
subscribers,  and  must  bring  satisfactory  testimonials  of  the  propriety  of  her 
conduct  and  the  respectability  of  her  character.  She  must  bring  a  certificate 
from  some  respectable  physician  of  this  city  of  her  general  good  health,  and 
that  she  labors  under  no  disease  that  must  inevitabl}"  terminate  her  life;  also, 
be  examined  bj'the  attending  physicians  of  the  Institution.  It  will  be  required 
that  any  one  admiited  to  the  Asylum  shall  pay  one  hundred  dollars  on  her  ad- 
mission, and  come  provided  with  a  good  bed,  bedding  and  furniture  for  a 
room.  Furniture  and  other  articles  brought  into  the  Asylum  are  to  remain 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Institution. 

The  friend  or  friends  of  the  applicant  -will  see  that  the  room  appropriated 
for  her  use  is  suitably  furnished  and  in  order  before  the  applicant  is  admitted 
to  the  Institution. 

The  age  of  persons  relieved  or  admitted  into  the  xVsylum  must  not  be  un- 
der sixty  years. 

Ko  individuals  need  apply  for  admittance  except  they  have  been  residents 
of  Brooklj'n  or  Williamsburgli  at  least  five  years  previous  to  application. 

The  Board  shall  have  disci'etiouary  power  to  remove  any  pensioner  from 
the  Home  to  the  Insane  Hospital  who  manifests  signs  of  insanity. 

Persons  who  wish  to  make  application  for  an  inmate  to  this  Institution 
must  present  it  in  writing  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  (first  Thursday  of  each 
month),  and  the  applicant  can  confer  with  the  Committee  at  the  house  of  Mrs. 
Theodore  Polhemus,  Remsen  street,  corner  of  Hicks,  on  the  first  Wednesday 
succeeding  the  Board  meeting,  at  11  o'clock,  A.  M. 

There  will  be  no  meetings  of  the  Application  Committee  in  the  months  of 
July  and  August  ;  therefore  no  applications  will  be  received  during  those 
months.

The  subscribers  having  been  received  as  inmates  of  the  Home,  do  hereby 
agree  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  house  as  adopted  by  the  ^lanagers. 
And  in  consideration  of  the  care  and  attention  of  the  Managers,  and  the  ex- 
penses of  the  establishment,  we  do  hereby  severally  make  over  to  the  Associa- 
tion such  utensils,  beds,  bedding,  and  household  stuffs  and  furniture  as  we 
have  brought  or  shall  bring  to  the  Home  for  our  own  use,  to  the  end  that  the 
quiet  and  comfort  of  the  Home  may  not  be  disturbed  in  the  event  of  our  re- 
moval or  death,  but  that  all  things  may  remain  for  our  successors.  And, 
whereas,  we  have  been  reduced,  in  the  course  of  Divine  Providence,  to  a  state 
of  dependence,  but  the  same  kind  Providence  may  hereafter  bless  us  with  the 
accession  of  property,  so  as  to  enable  us  to  retire  from  this  Home,  and  possi- 
bly to  become  contributors  to  it,  we,  and  each  of  us,  do  hereby  further  ap- 
point the  Chairman  of  the  Advisory  Committee  of  the  Society,  for  the  time 
being,  our  Attorney  and  Trustee,  to  receive  for  us  respectively,  and  to  sell  or 
dispose  of  all  estates,  real  and  personal,  of  every  description,  to  which  we 
shall  hereafter  or  may  now  be  entitled. 

And  we  hereby  assign  the  said  estates,  and  empower  the  said  Chairman, 
and  his  successors  in  office  accordingly,  to  the  end  that  the  Association  may 
be  reimbursed  for  the  support  and  supplies  that  shall  have  been  furnished  to 
us  respectively,  as  far  as  such  estates  may  extend,  and  the  balance,  if  any,  to 
be  applied  for  the  support  of  the  Institution.
